The Commission convened the regular scheduled open meeting of the Commission at 10:00 a.m. on July 12, 
2016 in the 1st floor hearing room of the Kansas Corporation Commission, 1500 Arrowhead, Topeka, 
Kansas.

TITLE/SUBJECT: Employee Separation 
Policy Number: 16-05 Page 1 of 2 

Approved by: The Commission Effective Date: July 12, 2016 

Purpose: 
To establish agency protocol and policy when an employee is separated from the Kansas 
Corporation Commission (KCC) through resignation or termination. 

Policy: 

This policy applies to all employees, including classified and unclassified, full-time, part-time, 
regular and temporary employees. 

Immediately upon learning an employee will be separating their employment with the KCC, the 
supervisor shall be responsible for communicating the separation to Human Resources Division. 
The Human Resources Division shall be responsible for notifying all appropriate 
divisions/personnel in a timely manner to ensure the procedures of this policy and any other 
policies are followed. These policies include, but are not limited to: 
KCC policies 15-09 and 15-03. 

Employees who voluntarily terminate their employment should provide at least a two-week 
written notice of resignation to their immediate supervisor and the Human Resources 
Department. 

Once the resignation has been received, supervisors shall not permit an employee to rescind a 
resignation whether it was given verbally or in writing, as this must be specifically approved 
by the Appointing Authority. 

If an employee provides less than a two week written notice, the employee should be advised 
that the notice requirement will be entered as such into the State Human Resources 
information system (ShaRP) and this may impact future employment with the KCC and/or 
the State of Kansas.

Immediately following the separated employee's last physical day at the KCC, the Human 
Resources Division shall be responsible for all communication with the separated employee 
regarding their past employment, questions or concerns regarding separation, financial 
matters, questions regarding the Employee Health Plan and/or Insurance, and any requests 
for personal items. The Human Resource Division will be responsible for retrieval of any 
personal items requested by the separated employee. Any communications (requests) from a 
separated employee should be forwarded to the Human Resources Division immediately to 
ensure that all requests are appropriately addressed. All mail or correspondence addressed to 
the separated employee shall be forwarded to the Human Resources Division to be collected 
and processed. 

Immediately following the separated employee's last physical day at the KCC, the 
workstation or office of a separated employee will be secured for the purpose of appropriate 
documentation and inventory. The workstation/office shall be strictly off limits unless 
deemed appropriate by the Appointing Authority. The Human Resources Division shall be 
responsible for the documentation and inventory of the workstation/office.
